The people are extremely conservative 


and have preserved old modes of life and 
primitive forms of thought to a surpris- 
ing degree 
I will give you a short ac- 


count of a funeral which I saw at Ventry 
Strand 
Ventry is very near the ocean 


on the right aide of Dingle Bay 
\Ve 


lived at the crossing of two roads in the 
second story of a house about one-third 
of a mile in a straight line from the 
graveyard 


The funeral procession, which was a 


long one, halted at the cross roads, the 
coffin, carried on men's shoulders, was 
placed on the middle of the crossing and 
all the people knelt and prayed for two 
or three minutes 
The prayer finished, 


the procession moved on rather rapidly, 
women seizing the rear handle of the 
coffin meanwhile and walling from mo- 
ment to moment 


As there was a short road across the 


fields, I took that and reached the cemetery 
before the procession, which had to go by 
a circuitous wav 
The grave diggers, 


relatives of the dead man. had just begun 
to break the earth when I came 
After 


the men had dug down about three feet 
they struck what seemed a pavement of 
long stones laid across the grave 
These 


stouea were removed and beneath them 
appeared a grave with a lining of stones, 
something like a little cellar 
At the 


bottom of (his was a decayed coffin, aud 
at Ihe foot of it and around it, a number 
of skulls and boues 
Vhe coffin broke on 


being handled, all the pieces of decayed 
wood were thrown up and then the skulls 
and bones 
Ihe coffin had been eighteen 


)eais in the ground and contained nothing 
beyond the skull and larger hones of the 
corpse 


When the grave w as almost cleared the 


procession arrived and with the priest at 
the head of it, went once around the 
whole cemeterv 
The coffin was then 


brought to the head of the grave

a prayer ottered 
The coffin was now low- 


ered, aud when placed at the bottom of 


11 All she lacks of beauty 


is a little plumpness.'
